You further 
advised that Ur. Undo also indicated that FBI headquarters 
was not in a position to know in all instances whether an 
individual was an infornant of this Bureau, 

At the time, I advised you that Loo Ilarvoy Oswald 
had never been an infornant of the FBI and that this Bureau’s 
procedure in regai-d to handling informants is such as to 
insure that FBI headquarters v/ould have all nocessary facts 
concerning the developaont and control of any and every 
informant. 

Enclosed for your information and use in this 
regard is an affidavit in which I have categorically stated 
that Loe Ilarvoy Ostrald v/as never an informant of the FBI and 
have outlined our administrative procedures for the handlln* 
and tho payment of confidential informants.
